North Sea. The Tages Zeitung says 
that so far as it is able toc, recall, 
earlier announcements of marine ac- 
tivity did not speak of the "German 
liigh sea fleet," as a whole' but only 
of parts thereof. 
This paper says 


Admiral Jellico, the British comman- 
der, has had his opportunity for a 
Trafalgar, but that he did not seize 
It. 
• Other newspapers ask scornfully 
where the supremacy of Great Brit- 
ain at sea is to be found. 


The German general headquarters 


today gave out the followin^official 
statement:

operations on account of the fog and 
snow.

. The crew of the 
German "war- 


ship" 'Aysha, composed of men who 
escaped when the cruistr Emden was 
sunk by an Australian warship in the 
Indian ocean, -Nov. 10, have escaped 
again from allied patrol ships and 
arrived at the 'Arabian harbor of 
Lidd, on March 27. 
They covered 


by sea the 300 miles from Hodeida 
to Lidd. 


The bold exploits of this remnant 


of the Emden crew have constituted 
one of the most dramatic episodes of 
the war. The men were members of 
a landing party which was on Cocos 
Island when the battle occurred be- 
tween the Australian cruiser Syd- 
ney, and the Emden. in which the 
German cruiser was sunk. The land- 
ing party commandeered the sciioon- 
er Aysha and sailed away. Since tiiat 
time there have been many conflict- 
ing reports regarding their activities. 
Manila heard tiiat they had captured 
a colSicr on which they had mounted 
two Maxim guns and had been nank- 
ins raids on French commerce. Tne 
French ministry of .marine announc- 
ed on Dec. 18 that the auxiliary. 
cruiser Empress of Japan had cap- 
tured the collier with (he men on 
hoard. 


A Berlin dispatch on Fcl». 5, how- 


ever, said the Ayslia had reached 
Hodeida, Arabia, where the 
crew- 


was given an enthusiastic -welcome 
by Turkish troops.

prisoning him. The court took the 
case under advisement.

When Wethers refused to pay the 


fines he was remanded to the coun- 
ty jail on April 12, 1915.

the saving salt of life. Witnout it 
private life would go stale and pub- 
lic life would be rotten vMth corrup- 
tion. 


Most public men soon learn 
to 


steel themselves against 
ordinary 


personal attack. 
They find out that 


they can learn much more and gain 
mkch more help 
from 
opponents 


than from friends- The friends Ilat- 


- ter and conceal criticisms. 
Their 


opponents oftsn tell the truth and 
reveal real weaknesses. A wise pub- 
lic man notes these revelations of 
the flaws in his own ideas and his 
own record and corrects his course 
to meet them.

wool prices last >ear jiro'ved to be a 
.false alarm. Instead of the price of 
•wool going down in conserjucnre of 
the repeal of the tariff on the pro- 
-ducl, it actually -*ent 1131 and better 
prices were paid for wool thin v, ncn 
the tariff was in full force. 


Tariff reformers alwa^ rlaimul 


that the tariff on wool was only a 


like up tne farmers in the interest 
of the Trusts—that the wool growers 
were ne^er able to sell their wool 
at the market price, plus the tariff. 


And now we are having an addi- 


tional proof this year of the false 
alarm raised last jear by the emis- 
saries of the Trust. 


The price of wool this year is con- 


siderably higher than it was 
last 


year, and the gloomy forebodings of 
the high protectionists are all prov- 
ing to be another false alarm. 


An Advocate representative 
met 


I\Ir. Joseph Cornell, the well known 
stock dealer of Alexandria, who is- 
also a wool buyer, and asked him 
what he was paying for wool this 
jear 
Mr Cornell said he had been 


offering 30 cents a pound for 
the 


same grades that he 
bought last 


year at 25 cents, when the market 
opened at 18 cents and went up to 
25 cents at the close of the season. 


"But," said Mr. Cornell, "I am not 


able to buy much wool at 30 cents 
for there is a wide spread belief that 
wool is going considerably 
higher, 


and mai£>- are asking 35 cents. Of 
course I will paj as much 
as any- 


body else will pay and will keep in 
close touch with the market." 


Inquiries made by the 
Advocate 


man from ether buyers and growers 
who have large clips to sell bring out 
the fact that price may go up to 35 
cents and above before this season 
closes. 
Holders of large clips who 


are watching the market are not in 
a hurry to sell and are looking for 
higher prices than have been paid 
for years.

From 
the time of a boy's birth until he has 
gone through the "devil bush" he is 
little thought of, but as soon as he has 
passed through its terrible ordeals and 
practices he is regarded as a man and 
an asset in tbe native community. 
With a girl it is different It is, very 
hard to procure cirls for the mission 
stations because tbey are considered 
specially valuable as workers and pos 
sible money bnu-jers until the period 
arrives for them to enter and pass 
through the "grcc-gree" bush ordeaL 
Then they are regarded as women and 
eligible for marriage, and their indus 
trial value decreases. Still, If they 
rear large families, their market value 
keeps up in n measure, for in certain 
sections of Africa tribal custom per- 
mits a man to sell, loan or rent out 
his wives or keep them in household 
slavery or give them their freedom. 
Freedom is conferred by presenting the 
wife with the Ions tooth of a leopard, 
\vhich indicates that she is no longer 
a slave, but a free woman, not a dl- 
Torced wife—Christian Herald.
